Judgo Wlldor of Minnesota from tho com
mlttco on amendments to tho constitution to
whom had boon rcforrcd tho question of tho
right of a bishop of a missionary jurisdiction
to becomo tho bishop of a now dloccso oroctod
out of his jurisdiction reported recommend-
ing

that to accomplish that end it would bo
expedient to amond article 4 of tho constitu-

It was placed on tho calendar
fir Chnptu of wosturu Mlelilgnn from tho

joint couiinlttco on education presented n
report which stated that tho number of

Sir Fishor of wostorn Now York said this
was a mattor of great Intorcst to tho church
Those matters should bo intrusted to thoso
whoso hearts nro in them Tho church knows
by sad cxperlcuco what it is to havo intrusted
othor interests than thoso of tho church It
is a legal question as to whethorit is compe ¬

tent for thu general convention to enact this
rulo by a goneril canon Tho effect of incor-

slstanco to tho church in carrying on its work
Ho had examined tho laws of soventconstatos
of tho union from Maino to California from
Jllnncsota to Louisiana and iu not ono of
them is thoro a word or suggestion of an idea
that it is necessary for tho stato to fix any
qualification on church odicors It dovolvos
on tno church to dotormino what this qualifi-
cation

shadow ot u groat rock In u weary land It Is
deemed proper to ulloiv luither time lor tho con
stdeiatlou or thu subject so that w hen tho amend
inents are constitutionally proposed for accept ¬

ance they may be us tree from defects and errors
as pnicucuble and therefore both houses con
curring such report Including thu puru thereof
which liavo been considered by the respective
houses bo rccommltud to snld Joint comuiliuo
with thu request that they make further report

Important changes nro still to como beforo

Model Room of tho Patent Offlco

Egg Heaters lint Traps c

Fashions do not chango so easily ns most
pooplo suppose Tho fashion for tombstoucs
for lustanco has boon much tho snmo for
many yoars yet it appears from models In
tho patent ofUco thnt various attempts havo
been mado by enterprising gontlomen to
chango tho form nnd stylo of thoso gruosomo
romlndors of mortality Monumonts aro
still mado of marblo anil granite although
nn Inventor patented a hollow glass column
filled with whlto powdor Anothor
man devised a glass pyramid to
bo placed on n stono pedostnl tho
pyramid to ho filled with artificial flowers
Sovcral pooplo havo mado plans for preserv ¬

ing tho plcturo of tho occupant of tho gravo
in n conspicuous placo upon tho tombstone
In 1651 tho leading stylo of plcturo was ft
dnguorreotyno There Is ono of thorn fastened
to tho model of n tombstono which was pat ¬

onted that year It is probably tho coun ¬

terfeit prosentoment of tho gontlomnn who
patontod tho contrivance It has n ghostly
look Thoro aro n largo numbor of models for
tombs aud monuments In ono groat stono
gravo to bo placed nbovo ground On theso
models ns woll as upon thoso of tho mnny con-
trivances

Housowivos havo roccived their fair sharo
ofnttontion from invontivo genius Thcro
aro inoro modols of washing machines than
of any othor ono thing Much mind labor
has been bestowed upon potato mashors and
egg beaters Somo of tho results nro sur-
prising

Thcro is a modol of nn egg boater
which is exactly liko an old fashioned four
postor bedstead Instead of cords or springs
thoro Is n combination of wheels aud bauds
by which sovoral egg boators aro whirled
